THE ETHICS OF SUICIDE. 
EERIE: 
A private of the Lincolnshire Regiment 
named Tuo3tas Burke was brought before 
the Magistrate at Singapore the other day 
for having attempted to commit sulcide in 
the Criminal Prison in that. colony on the 
-and Inst. Mr, Burxe would appear to have 
the sulcldal manta very bad—almost as 
bad as the dipsomanlac's jimyams. On 
three separate occasions since the 
Regiment arrived In Singapore has he 
attempted to take his own Iife,, and 
unfortunately, In our opinion, without 
success, Probably he didn’t. go the right 
. way about the job, and ft may also 
, be possible that he didn't want to sum- 
marily extinguish himself altogether, but 
deliberately invited that form of notorlety 
which is so keenly sought after by a 
certaln class. Anyhow, on the first 
occasion a court-martial, In a fit of 
outrage military morality, sent himtogaot 
for twelve. months; for making a second 
attempt. whilst serving out this. sentence, 
the police magistrate, who exhibited some 
slight appreciation. of the character of the 
- offence, gave hlm another month; and In 
Jodictal recognition of his third effort the 
evidently semi-Insane soldier hasjust been 
committed for trial at the Assizes.

JAPAN'S JUSTIFICATION. 


There bave been many “justifications” of 
the present war penned by Japanese joarnalists 
and the substance of many of their pleas bas 
been given in translation to foreign readers ; buf 
very few have ‘attempted to write their arguments 
directly In English while still nublishing Ina 
vernacolar perlodical, ‘Thla, however, has just 
been done by Mr. Karzo Uchimura, his chosen 
vebicle for publicatton being The Nation's 
Friend, « weekly lasued from the Kokumin 
office. The righteousness of the war ts Mr. 
Uchimura's great justification for ft, In this 
materialistic country, be says, lusts bave come 
to be regarded'as the only and just causes for 
war. But no one will doubt the exletence of 
rgheous wars in history; and the Korean war 
new epened must, he oplnes, take rank 
as such, Righteous, he contends, Jaran's 
struggle against China {9 not only in a» lega! 
sense, for legalities can be manofactured, but Io 
ameral sense aswell. It is our wish to give 
Mr. Uchimura’s views a clear statement : Asa 
newspaper writer be fs well. known, and by 
training and experience he ts well qualified to 
give an expression of opinion, We therefore 
refrain from comment, and preceed directly to 
summarise bis paper. ; 

Japan's reluctance to enter upon the present 
conflict must be acknowledged by all intelligent 
observers, Gulded by & 
Cabinet, at « time of marked Internal nrosperity, 
war wae a thing to be avofded ; If lusts” were 
our aims, then avoldance of war should be our 
policy. But Chine’s behaviour during a score 
of years has been unbearable; the great Salgo 
saw this Insolence, and his desire to chastlye It 
cost him his life and the nation a terrible clvil 
war—-"' Indeed we killed our own that we might 
avold conflicts with our neighbour,” While we 
laboured to open Korea to the world, China 
laboured to close It, to keep it allen to cfvilisa- 
tion and to p 1 “The natloo that pro- 
mised to be another risiog atar of the East bis 
remalned to. this dy an occult star, with its 
resources all seated, and-bribery and misgovern- 
ment’ walking ont in oprn dayelight.” | The 
assassination of Kim, the Togakuto rebellfon, 
the appeal to Chios produced a crisis, “'Some 
Aften millions of helpless souls kept ignorant 
‘and dafenceless to satlefy the jealousy of the 
world's most backward natlon,—could this be 
borne by lovers of Freedom and reverers of 
human right! To the posable protests that 
Japan had no right to Interfere more than China 
‘and {sas blameable as the latter for sending 
troops, that Javan ls fn sbert the provoker of 
the war, Mr, Uchlmura replles : Interference 
fo Itself Is not wrong; we belleve in fazssex faire 
only with limftations, Religions, trades, and 
tastes may differ and give no cause for interfer 
ence, But we have the right to interfere and 
ought to do so to rescue the perlshing, to right 
the wrong. The linc is often hard to trace that 
divides the two, but, we Interfere with Korea 
because her Independence Is in jeopardy, 
becaute the world's most backward natlon fs 
grasping {t in her benumbing coil, aod savagery 
and fohumanity reign there when light and 
civilisation are at'Its very doors, . . . Our 
sacred right of pelghbourhood compels us to 
vigorous interference in ber behalf." 

The second section of the paper ls a brief 
review of the preliminaries to the war, and = 
bare statement that a large force and a prompt 
aceupation of Seoul were necessary because of 
the proverbial treachery of the Chinese, In 
the third section Mr, Uchlmura resumes bis 
more argumentative style. The all-important 
question is, he says, which side provoked and 
which strove to avert the war, During two 
months Japan sought to unite China with ber in 
the work of necessary reform; ber pacific 
proposals were hbaoghtil rejected ; China's 
emlssaries tried ta foll all ber efforts; and all 
the thme warlike preparations by China were 
pushed on briskly, All else falling, war wae 
decided on ; leaving all else aside, we might say 
the wae was a necessily; the situation and 
condition’ of the two nations rendered it 
unavoidable 5 precedents In bistory abundantly 
establish this. "Io the upward progress of the 
human face Peovidence bath always willed that 
the newer (clvilination) ba represented by the 
smaller, evidently, we believe, that Spirit be tried 
agalitet Fieab, and Quality against Quantity. 
And {p the conflict beiwaen two euch natloos, 
after all vicissitudes of foriunes, the palm of

same grand lesson Is to be taught by bringing 
the newer an 
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erronenns {dea based doubtless on the fact that 
the bulk of the Japanese coal exported came 
from Takashima, The trath {s that the Milke 
mine is much Jarger, and that, the northern’ 
mines excepted, Japan has ‘no other supply ‘of 
coal likely to last for any considerable time. 
This statement will probably surprlae many of 
our readers, It has hitherto been a generally 
accepted notion that japan possesses virtually 
inexhaustible stores of the mineral. Geological 
experts have tcld as as much, ‘aod fn a 
Brillah Consular trade report compiled 
a few years ago’ It was alleged that 
the whole of Klusha was practically a vast 
coal-bed, We ourselves shared this bellef 
antil recently, but !t mow seems clearly. esta- 
bilshed that the supply of coal obtainable from 
mines now in operation, other than those of 
Hokleaido, is very Hmlted. A few years,’ pro- 
bably from ten to fifteen, will see Takashima 
exhnusted, and the same remark, more or teas 
modified, applles to all the other mines in the 
gouth, Mike excluded, Milke tn sald to have a 
supply {nr forty ov fifty years on the most favout- 
able extimate, The area of deposit, according to 
careful surveys made by the Government in 
1882 and 1884 !9 3.758 acres, and the total 
quantity of the mineral, Rg¢ millions of tons. But 
only two reams are capable of being economl- 
cally worked, - The first averages from 8 to 20 
fect In thickness, the mineral fn it being remark. 
ably oniform In quellty and without any {nter- 
stratified bands of chale, ‘The second Hes from 6 
to 10 feet below the first and averages.6 feet in 
thickness, hut the coal, being of Inferlor quality, 
Is only in Imited demand for local consamp- 
tion. Thus. the. capacity of the mine may 
be sald to be confined to one seam and with ao 
annual output of some 600,000 tons, itis Impro- 
bable that any appreciable quantity will remain 
at the end of 40 years. Coal has been extracted 
at Milke ever since 1468, but the working was 
of a desuitory character the cblef, ff not the only, 
use af the mineral belng for salt works on the 
shores of the Inland Sea and Shimabara Gulf, 
In 18973 the newly centralized Government pur- 
chesed the mine for 40,000 yen and employed St 
principally as a means for utilizing convict 
Isbour until 1876, when the management was 
transferred to the Mitsul Company. By their 
enterprise preat Improvements were speedily 
effected, the output and the general prospects 
being thus so much improved that in 1889 the 
Government felt justified In offerlng the property 
for sole at a reserve price of 4,000,000 yen and 
the Mitsul Company became the purchasers for 
4,550,020 yer. Seven months later the great 
earthquake of 18% sevfously Injored the mine, 
‘sendering one of the principal shafts tempora- 
rily unworkable. It was on account of this 
catastrophe that the Mitsul Company petitioned 
to he exempted from paying a portion .of the 
purchase-money. The natare of the claim has 
already been explained In these columns, and 
its justice endorsed. Wemay add here that the 
publication of the excellent volume now under 
review, Illustrating, as {t dora the enterprise and 
thoroughness of the great firm, should constitute 
afresh ttle to pub'ic consideration. ‘The polnt 
of special Interest, however, Js that of the 
Empire's coal supply. Hokkaido may contain 
immense deposits, bit {t seems to be now Clearly 
established that the quantity of the mineral 
offering in the rest of Japan will, at the present 
rate of excavation, be exhausted in 4o or $0 
years at most..
